The Quebec conference enhances 
‘Canada’s status in the eyes of the 
world. In this connection I find that 
in 1937 our capital city could boast: 
only two legations, four consulates 
and one High Commissioner’s office.

PRICE CONCESSION GRANTED 
ON LUMBER TO FARMERS 


Forms for use in connection with 
the special price concession granted 
farmers and commercial fishermen in 
the purchase of lumber for essential 
repairs to their buildings or for the 
erection of new buildings other than 
houses have reached offices of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. 

Under this arrangement farmers, 
fruit and vegetable growers and fish- 
ermen are allowed a reduction of ten 
per cent. on their lumber bills in ex- 
cess of $10 when the lumber so pur- 
chased is needed for essential repairs 
to their buildings and for the erection 
of new buildings in connection witn 
their operations.

Hello Homemakers! Big, brown and 
handsome — juicy -- bubbling—and 
spice-whiffy — comes the sweetheart 
dessert from the oven. Mom's 
fairly whoops! 

Big, brown and handsome— tirea, 
but happy — comes the man-in-uni- 
form on furlough, for a piece of home- 
made pie. He really whoops if they*~ 
re good, 

You can, too, make a grand pie- 
crust. If you're worrying about it, fol- 
low the rules and don’t fuss. And 
fillings are as legion as they're lus- 
cious, so try our suggestions. 

Double Crust Pastry 
2 cups flour, 1 teaspoon salt, 

2-3 cup shortening, 5 or 6 table- 

spoons water, 

Sift flour and salt. Cut in shor 
ening. Add cold water by spoonfuls, 
tossing flour mixture together. Turn 
onto a piece of wax paper. Gather up 
and pressing from the outside form 
a compact mass. Chill in electric re- 
frigerator. Roll out lightly. 

Plum Pie 

Cook plums in a little water until 
soft. Remove stones, mix with sugar 
to sweeten (about 1 cup) and a table- 
spoon of cornstarch. Drain off excess

Q.—Through some mistake one of my 
lodgers failed to secure his No. 3 
ration book when the regular distri- 
bution took place. Is there any way 
in which he can now secure one? 


A—yYes. He should fill out the ap- 
plication card at the back of his No. 
2 book and hand the latter, with the 
card still in it, to his Local Ration 
Board. The Local Ration Board will 
forward the card to a Ration Branch 
which will mail the new book direct 
to your lodger. 


Q.—Do I have to cash my canning 
sugar coupons beyore September 30? 
A.—No. The original instructions 


to that effect have been cancelled. 
Canning sugar coupons are now yalid) 
until declared invalid. 
Q.—As an American accustomed to 
hunt each fall in Ontario, will I be 
able to secure ammunition for such 
use after my arrival? 
A—I am afraid not. Small arms 
ammunition is not being released in 
Canada for sporting purposes. But 
if you bring your own ammunition 
with you, there is nothing to prevent 
you ucing it as you wish, 
Q.—Is is permissable for me to lodge 
my meat coupons with my butcher 
and use them as they fall due?

GRAIN SUBSIDY $1.80 A TO 
IS EXTENDED Sos ae 


_ An extension of one month for pay- 
ing the grain subsidies is approved 
by the Ontario Cabinet because of 
delay in filling deliveries of grain ord- 
ered by Ontario farmers from the 
west. 

Minister of Agriculture, T. L. Ken- 
nedy said Ontario has just harvested 
one of the poorest crops in years, or 
about 40 per cent of normal, and in 
terms of bushels the yield is 41,094.~ 
000 bushels behind last year’s crop. 

The $1.80 subsidy which would have 
terminated the end of August is now 
extended to Sept. 30. The $1.20 rate 


will apply during October instead of- 


ending Sept. 30, and 90 cents a ton 
will be paid during November, and 
December 60 cents a ton.

Provincial Constables R. Duncan 
and MacKenzie, of Belleville, who in- 
vestigated, described the scene of the 
accident and testified visibility was 
good from a point 155 ft. east of the 
crossing on the 6th concession and 
167 feet south on/the railway. The 
ear, which was being driven by Frank 
Taylor, in a westerly direction had

the train was proceeding north. 

Conductor J. Munn, in charge of the; 
train, stated it was an extra freight 
running from Trenton to Bancroft, 
and was travelling about 25 miles an 
hour at the time of the accident. He 
jhad heard the whistle blow at a point 
80 rods from the crossing. 

Arthur H. Wells, engineer, said he 
had given the regulation whistle and 
started the bell ringing and did not 
see the car until the train was about 
80 ft, from the crossing, The breaks 
and emergency were applied at the 
right of way. The car was approxim- 
ately 150 ft. from the crossing when 
first seen by him. 

Douglas Clancy, who was a pas 
Senger in the right rear seat of the 
car, described the position of the 
other occupants and stated the car 
was travelling about 35 miles an hour 
at a point 600 ft. from the crossing. 
He did not see the train. 

Edward Pollock, testified James 
Watson saw the train first, and shout- 
eda warning “Look out, Frank, 
there’s a train”, when the car was 
approximately 50 ft. from the cross: 
ing. The car windows were frosted 
with the exception of the driver's por- 
tion of the windshield.

On Radio Friday 


Premier George Drew, following a 
‘Cabinet Meeting recently, announc- 
ed that he would give an account of 
the stewardship of his Government to 
the people of Ontario in a radio ad- 
dres# on Friday night, September 24.

Cold Facts 

The authorities in Ottawa have 
been giving warnings that household- 
ers and others should prepare them- 
selves properly in advance in regard 
to fuel supplies for the coming wint- 
ter and the information available a- 
long Parliament Hill has indicated 
clearly and emphatically that this ad- 
vice must be taken seriously since 
the coal situation in Canada has been 
in a position of decreasing supplies 
and increasing needs on the domestic 
scene for some time. When the latest 
coal production figures were examin- 
ed, these disclosed that by July 1, 
1943, there were 24,389 men working 
in coal mining in Canada against 
25,655 men on the same date as year 
ago, that is in 1942, with the whole 
tonnage produced falling down about 
9 per cent in that time. There has 
baen also a sharp reduction in the a- 
mount of coal available for consump- 
tion: in Canada, judging by the amount 
of coal produced here as well as im- 
ported and the quantity which has to 
be exported. Indeed, in the first 
seven months period of this year, this 
decrease has involved 800,000 tons. 
Then again, another important indic- 
ation of the coal situation in Canada 
has been the rise in the amount _of 
coal imported in this same first seven 
months period of 1943 as against the 
amount of supplies since the coal im- 
ports have been 57.3 per cent. of these 
supplies this year whereas these 
were 53.3 per cent in the same period 
of last year. 


Parliament and Emergency 

From time to time reports have in- 
dicated that Parliament in Ottawa 
might be called back if any emer- 
gency should arise either connected 
with events in the war or in domestic 
affairs. This is correct since on July 
24, 1943, when Parliament ended its 
session which started on January 28, 
1948, and sat for 119 days, this fourth 
session of the 19th Parliament was 
adjourned by Deputy Speaker Joseph 
Bradette on the motion of Prime Mini- 
ster Meckenzie King.

TOMATOES ARE A GOOD 
SOURCE OF VITAMIN C 


Hello Homemakers! Tomatoes are 
our second-best source of Vitamin © 
(Ascorbic Acid), which we must have 
in adequate quantity in our daily diet 
to keep the mouth and gums in good 
condition and aid in building sound 
bones, teeth and blood vessels. Citrus 
truits—oranges, lemons, grapefruit, 
tangerines, are the best. In case sup- 
plies of these may be curtailed we 
who live outside the citrus belt should 
eat raw tomatoes and juice generous- 
ly, and can all the surplus home- 
grown and market-bought tomatoes 
possible, Then we will have an inex- 
pensive source of Vitamin © for the 
winter and spring months. It is likely 
that tomato juice will be available for 
those unable to can at home. 

Luckily, tomatoes and tomato juice 
are easier to “put down” than most 
products. Although some Vitamin © is 
lost in home canning, the following 
methods will prevent the loss of the 
least number of Vitamin C units.

RECIPES 
Canned Whole Tomatoes 

Wash the tomatoes in cool water. 
Scald a few tomatoes at a time to 
loosen the skins. Remoye the cone- 
shaped core and any green portions 
of each tomato and slip off the skins. 
Remove the small black spot at the 
blossom ends, Cut the tomatoes into 
quarters or leave them whole, and 
pack them into the containers. Press 
them down just hard enough to form 
enough juice to fill the spaces and 
cover the solids. Fill containers to 
within 1-4 inch from the top, adding 
1 teaspoonful of salt to each quart of 
tomatoes. Add no water, seal all 
jars completely, then loosen 1-4 inch. 
Process in a boiling water bath (pint 
jars 35 minutes; quart jars 45 min- 
utes.) 
Tomato Juice 

Wash, trim and quarter the toma- 
toes, but do not peel them, Put the 
pieces into a pan, crush them slightly 
to set free enough juice to start the 
cooking. Cover the kettle, and sim- 
mer the fruit gently until the toma- 
toes are soft but not mushy. Force 
the pulp while hot through a sieve or 
colander which is fine enough to, re- 
move the seeds. Bring the strained 
tomato juice just to the boiling point. 
Transfer the boiling hot juice to the 
hot fruit jars or bottles. Add 1 tea- 
spoon of salt to each quart of toma- 
to juice and from 1 to 3 teaspoonfuls 
of sugar, if desired. Seal the jars or 
cap the bottles and process them in

Slow But Sure 
There has been no doubt in well-in- 
formed circles along Parliament Hill 
that the gradual increase in the cost 
of living in Canada during this World 
War II has not been similar to this 
rise in World War I, but problems of 
adjusting subsidies and salaries or 
wages have caused deep concern in 
the nation’s capital. The cost of liy- 
ing in this country has been going up 
rather sharply in certain directions 
in face of the fact that so far the in- 
crease along the whole line has been 
only 18.03 per cent, with one -illustra- 
tion of the rapid rise in certain di- 
rections being the report that since 
the start of this war food has risen 
ino less than 34 per cent. In fact, the 
gradual increase in the cost of living 
in World War II has been steady and 
continuous, though strenuous efforts 
have been made-by the authorities in 
twenty years, 1919-1939.

Canada is sending more bacon to 
Britain in 1948 than during all the 
years of the first world war, stated 
BH. W. Pearsall, Chief of the livestock 
Division, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, and Manager of the Meat 
Board, at the recent national hog con- 
ference held in Ottawa under the 
auspices of the Canadian Federation 
of Agriculture, Canadian farmers are 
this year supplying Britain with 85 
per cent of its bacon requirements in 
comparison with from 1 to 22 per cent 
before the war, he said, and since 1939 
Canada has exported to Britain the 
product of seventeen million hogs.

The great importance with which 
the Government now regards the task 
of building better bodies for all Gan- 
adians is reflected in the moves com- 
templated in the act to create the 
‘council for the purposes of promot- 
ing national fitness. This act grew 
out of the recommendation originally 
made by the social security committee 
and it followed along the principles 
of some other countries which have 
had physicial fitness as a national aim 
for a long time. When Minister of 
Pensions and National Health, Hon. 
Tan Mackenzie, had explained this act, 
he stated that such a council will be 
Set up with all provinces represented 
on this body and a tenth man will be 
an appointee of the Federal Govern- 
ment, Though the headquarters will 
be in Ottawa, yet the actual carrying 
out of this ambitious plan will be by 
the provinces, with the exact amount 
which each province will ge being a 
sum which will bear the same pro- 
portion to the Sum of $225,000, as the 
population of such province at the last 
decennial census bears to the popul- 
ation of Canada as a whole. It is 
considered in Ottawa to be an impor- 
tant move in an effort to improve the 
health of the people of Canada, 

No Commission on Account of War 

It can be reported that for some’ 
time there has been a feeling pack-! 


Stage along Parliament Hill that some 
darts of Canada’s Criminal Code were 
not entirely in tune with the changing 
times and these ought to undergo a

Liable for Taxes 

In answer to complaints which had 
been made that Canada's original in- 
habitants the Indians, should not be 
Subject to income tax, it has been 
Stated in Ottawa that an Indian was 
not liable to income tar unless he en- 
tered a profession such as a white 
man might do. Hence, working out- 
side of the reserve, he or she would 
be liable to the same taxes which 
others pay.
